Vote On Ammendment 


The voter turnout in Coffee County 
was very low Tuesday, as there was 
yery little interest in the only amend- 
ment being voted on, and neither of the 
state ‘officials on the ballot had 
opposition. 

Senator Crum Foshee and Rep- 
resentative Jimmy Holley both got the 
Democratic nod for the nomination 
without opposition, and their luck held 
through the general election Tuesday; 
Sotteare returned to office forthe three 
years remaining’ on the term that was 
ynterrupted by a federal court order. 

Holley managed to get 867 votes and 
Foshee 761. Many people expressed 
mild irritation at the polls after they 


they only wanted to the 
amendment. 

The lone amendment was to allow 
the State Docks in Mobile to transfer 
property in North Alabama to a docks 
authority up there for development. It 
was a low-key matter with no known 
organized opposition. Coffee County 
voters passed the measure by a vote of 
496 to 259.

estimate,’’ said Supt. Vaughan, ‘but I 
am dubious of proration and feel it's 
better to be conservative."’ 

The financial statement for the past 
fiscal year was also discussed with a 
balance of $532,000 being an item of 
utmost interest. The large balance 
reflected on the statement is mislead- 
ing, according to Vaughan, who 
explained that most of the funds were 
obligated for capital outlay at the 
Kinston Elementary School project. 

“‘A true balance would be closer to 
$83,000,"" Vaughan added, ‘‘and that 
money will be used to pay for painting 
and repairs at the gyms in the county 
system and miscellaneous maintenance. 
I'll be very happy if we can do all our 
maintenance and improvements and 
have $3000 left.’ We are in the business 
of educating, not making money." 

A total of $150,000 in ‘per pupil’ 
funds was also received, but it was 
earmarked for use in the removal of 
asbestos. . The county system, after 
extensive investigation, was found to 
have asbestos in the cafeteria in New 


Brockton and at two classroonis in 
Kinston. The asbestos is scheduled to 
be removed during the Christmas 


holidays at a cost of $25,000. 

The remaining $125,000 in the ‘’per 
pupil’’ fund will be used to pay for five 
school buses, to be delivered next week. 

The buses will be 66-passenger 
vehicles and will be placed at the most 
highly populated routes. 

The controversial ‘‘No Tobacco’’ 
policy was again discussed, with the 
principals of all three county high 


schools taking part. The principals - Dr. 


Willard Crabtree of Zion Chapel; Mr. 


Lavon Cain of Kinston, and Mr. Stanley 


Walker of New Brockton, all visited the 
Carroll High School in Ozark, to 
examine the results of a no-smoking 
policy at the school. The policy was 
adopted in Ozark to prevent the 
gathering of students and non-students 
at a special smoking area, and it was 
reported the policy had resulted in no 
serious problems, 

‘‘We are planning to enact a 
no-tobacco policy because it has been 
medically proven that smoking is 
hazardous to your health,’’ said Supt. 
Vaughan. ‘‘Even if parents do allow it at 
home, at school we won't allow a 
student to do something that is 
damaging to his health. We know some 


students will still slip around and 
smoke, but if caught, they will be 
disciplined. Our teachers will not be 
police and will not patrol school 


grounds; however, they will not ignore 
what they see."’ 

Disciplinary action now being dis- 
cussed includes a warning to students 
with tobacco in their possession, to 
expulsion for repeated violators. The 
new policy is scheduled to go into effect 
at the start of the second semester. 

‘We don’t anticipate any problems 
with the new policy,’’ said Vaughan, 
“but it will be strictly enforced."’ 

It was reported that two of the 
county bands had recently won honors. 
The Zion Chapel High School Band was 
named ‘Best in Class"’ at contests at 
both Opp and Lanett, and received the 
highest score given to any band at a 
contest in Daleville. 

The New Brockton band competed 
in a contest in Enterprise, its first 
contest ever, and received outstanding 
ratings. 

In other action at 
meeting, the board: 
***issued a warning to a student with 
excessive absenteeism; 

***was informed the county system 
continues to rank near the top in results 
of academic testing; 

***received a letter from the faculty at 
New Brockton thanking it for new 
computers at the school; 

***received a letter of thanks from 
Covington County Superintendent of 
Education Murray King for the county's 
help in repairing a Red Level school bus 
that broke down in the county; and 
***oranted leaves of absence to two 
teachers and one bus driver.

Bi, We had a few words with a couple of ex-Marines after the 
landing of American troops in Grenada. After the initial 
landing and the belated arrival of some upset members of 
the news media, we saw film of the Marines being 
off-loaded to replace some Army Rangers who had originally 
taken the area.

After so killing the snakes, they were 
dressed and cooked for all present to eat. When people can 
be trained so intensely that they will do this type thing, it is 
little wonder that some can be convinced that suicide 
bombing missions are for the glory of something or other.

The support group for 
Lupus Erythematosus met at 
the New Brockton Methodist 
parsonage Tuesday night, 
November 1, and will meet 
each Tuesday night of the 
month at the same place and 
time. 

Lupus Erythematosus 
usually appears in one of two 
forms: Discoid LE (the skin 
form) or Systemic LE 
(internal form). Discoid LE 
has a particular type of skin 
rash with raised, red, scaly 
areas, often with healing in 
the centers. Systemic LE is 
classified as one of the 
rheumatic diseases, in the 
same family as rheumatoid 
arthritis. and is usually 
considered a_ chronic, 
systemic inflammatory 
disease of connective tissue. 
Neither form is contagious, 
and the disease is NOT a 
type of cancer or malignancy. 

The cause of Discoid LE 
is unknown, and in most 
cases the cause of Systemic 
LE is also unknown.

After he harvested the first crop in 
August, he bushhogged his field and let the grain sorghum 
produce a second crop. This is called ratooning. 


Grain Sorghum Is 
Looking Good 


DAN PRESLEY 


Grain sorghum is looking 
good for a lot of farmers in 
Coffee County. Frank 
Daughtery of Route 3, Elba, 
is well pleased with his first 
crop of grain sorghum. He 
harvested 2% tons of 
sorghum on the first cutting. 
If we have a late frost, he will 
harvest the second crop from 
the same stand. 

Frank planted Funk's 522 
on May 10 and harvested on 
August 12. If the weather 
had been suitable for earlier 
planting, he could have 
gathered a second crop for 
sure, He has the heads to 
produce another 1% tons if 
they have a chance to 
mature, 

Frank said, ‘‘There is a 
lot less risk in growing grain 
sorghum than corn.’’ He 
feels that year in and year 
out he will make a lot more 
grain and money from 
growing sorghum than from 
growing corn. Sorghum 
offers a lot more flexibility in 
planting time and will with- 
weather much 


better. 

Frank fertilized with one 
ton of lime and applied six 
tons of chicken litter per 
acre. The sorghum had 
excellent growth, and the 
second crop that has come 
back has also put on 
adequate growth without 
additional fertilizer. 

Frank harvested his 
sorghum when he had about 
20% moisture. He dried it in 
a grain bin down to 12%% 
moisture by blowing air 
through it. No heat was 
used, 

Frank is impressed 
enough with his first year's 
crop of grain sorghum that 
he said he will probably 
never plant corn again. Corn 
can burn up in a week's time 
without rain. Sorghum isnot 
that sensitive, 

He has now sold this first 
crop of grain sorghum to 
ConAgra. Having a local 
cash market makes growing 
grain sorghum even better 
looking to Mr. Daughtry.

Soybeans need to be 
rotated to prevent diseases, 
certainly if stem canker is 
present. You may want to 
wait four or five years before 
planting soybeans in that 
field again. We will get a lot 
of facts on this disease

g00d grazing can replace up

Recommendations call for 
placing about six sows per 
acre.

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County Commission To 
Replace Coles Bridge 


The Coffee County Commission met 
in regular session on Monday, 
November 15, at the courthouse in 
Enterprise and instructed County 
Engineer Frank Charlton to proceed 
with plans to replace Coles Bridge, an 
antiquated one-lane bridge that crosses 
the Pea River at the old Snellgrove’s 
Mill, near New Hope. 


Mr. Charlton informed the 
commission that on Thursday, 
November 10, two Highway Dept. 
officials inspected the bridge, and 


reported the state would provide 
$100,000 in excess funding to help cover 
the expense of building a new bridge. 
The new bridge would cost 
approximately $537,000, according to 
Charlton, and could be paid for out of 
existing funds. 

The funds listed include $109,000 in 
oil lease money, $100,000 in 1983 bridge 
funds, $100,000 in 1984 bridge funds 
and $128,000 in 3R money, which when 
added to the state's money would meet 
the cost of the bridge construction. 

The commission told Charlton to 
proceed with plans on the bridge, in 
order to meet the deadline to get on the 
December bid letting. 

Mrs. Carol Agnew, representing the 
Coffee County Humane Society, 
informed the commission of what the 
organization does. The local society was 
incorporated in Feb., 1983, after being 
organized by a group of private citizens. 
The society, which operates solely on 
donations, offeres rescue and care for 
Stray animals in the county and 


counseling for residents with pet 
problems. Last year the organization 
took in 160 animals, of which 130 were 
adopted. 

“As the Humane Society becomes 
better known we have a problem taking 
care of the large number of calls,’’ said 
Mrs. Agnew. ‘I submit a need for a 
Coffee County Animal Shelter, with the 
county agreeing to help cover expenses. 
If the county will provide the shelter it 
will free the society to concern itself 
with adoption and education.”’ 

The society, according to Mfrs. 
Agnew, would help with funding, but 
the commission took no action following 
her presentation. 

A resolution was presented to 
Alabama Prison Commissioner Freddie 
Smith for his aid in remodeling the 
Coffee County Jail in Elba. The prison 
commissioner instituted a program to 
help counties with projects by the use of 
inmate labor. The program saved the 
county thousands of dollars in the 
renovation of the jail. 


In other action at 
meeting, the commission:

percent of the fluming completed, and 
prime and grassing to be done this 
week; 

***was informed that the Turner’s 
Crossroad project was nearing 
completion, with a contract to be let 
Dec. 9; 

***accepted maintenance responsibility 
for the streets in Gateway Estates 
subdivision; 

***voted to make the Ewell Griffin Road 
an ‘‘All Weather’’ type road; 
***approved the engineer’s attendance 
at a November 9 ‘‘Payement 
Management Seminar’’ in Auburn; 
***was informed Asst. Engineer Randy 
Wynn had resigned to accept a position 
in Mobile with Alabama Power 
Company; 

***authorized the county engineer to 
place ‘35 MPH Speed Limit’’ signs at 
County Road 14 at Conagra and on 
County Road 18 near the Enterprise 
Airport; 

***stated it would choose a county 
depository on November 28;

Garbage Problem May Be Solved 


Barring a last minute complication, 
residents of rural Coffee County may 
soon be once again enjoying the 
privilege of garbage pickup. 

The Coffee County Commission met 
on Monday of this week with two 
possible contractors and the proposal 
offered by Mr. Enon Riley, of 
Enterprise, had at least three 
commissioners ready to sign him up 
immediately! 

Mr. Riley told the commission, ‘‘! 
have a proposal we both can live with. It 
will enable me to pay my bills and make 
a little money and at the same time keep 
the rates low enough for the people. I 
can work with the people, and if they 
will work with me, | can serve them 
well.” 

According to Riley's proposal, he 
must have 1,000 customers to start the 
service and as soon as the customers are 

gned up h ady to go to work, 
possibly as early as Dec. 5. Under the 
proposal, the collection rates would be 
$5.75 a month per household for once a 
week service and $4.00 a month for 
similar service to senior citizens. Rates 


for schools and businesses would be 


negotiated and Riley told the 
commissioners, ‘‘You can serve as 
inspectors."’ 


Comm. Rex Boutwell stated a per 
household charge for dumping would be 
higher than Riley's estimate of $11 per 
truckload, and suggested both parties 
study all details further before making a 
decision. 

A representative of Southeast 
Horizons Unlimited was also at the 
meeting, and again listed a set of 
guidelines which must be met before 
the company could begin garbage 
pickup. The company wanted: sole 
rights to pickup in the county; at least 


1,200 customers to start; rates of $6.50 a 
month for households and $130 a month 
for schools, and no obligations to 
continue the service. 

The commission balked at the ‘‘sole 
rights”’ asked for and the clause putting 
the company under no performance 
obligation and told the representative a 
later. 

Commissioners Eugene Bradley, 
Marvin Bradley and Billy Eagerton all 
wanted to give Mr. Riley a contract and 
“Put him to work'’; however, it was 
agreed no decision would be made until 
the complete details could be looked at. 

A decision is expected to be 
announced no later than November 28.

- Change In Policy Could 


Add Money To Treasury 


The Elba City Council met Monday 
evening with all members present. The 
agenda appeared to be routine and low 
key, but the details behind the 
seemingly quiet words could have great 
economic impact on Elba. Additional 
income from the Southeast Alabama 
Gas District, and efforts to get a grant, 
could help the city finances and the 
activities funded from these monies. 

The council approved changes in the 
Operation of the gas district, which is 
owned by the 12 or 13 cities which use 
the natural gas from the pipe line. The 
change, if approved by all cities 
involved, will probably triple the $8000 
annual income Elba gets from the gas 
company, according to estimates by 
Mayor Bob English. He explained that 
good management by gas company 
officials has increased reserves to repay 
long-term bonded indebtedness to the 
point that the distribution of additional 
money to the cities is possible. 

The city council also gave English 
authority to fill out the necessary papers 
to apply for any Conservation Depart- 
ment grants that may become available. 
Councilman Sonny Inman opposed this 
move, explaining to this newspaper that 
he wasn't opposed to recreation, but 
wanted to get the streets cleaned before 
any other projects were undertaken. 

Inman had earlier in the meeting 
questioned the operation (or non- 
Operation) of the street sweeper, leaf 
machine, etc., and told the council he 
had been getting complaints from local 
citizens on these matters. Inman noted 
that the street sweeper was broken, is 

old and worn out, judging from the 
repairs that have been necessary during 
the past year. 

Inman and Councilman John Sharp- 
less were appointed to look into the 
matter and report back to the council. 


Councilman Charles Kennett voiced 
a complaint over loose dogs in town, 
noting that he still sees garbage barrels 
turned over all over town. Kennett 
stated that when the dog control 
ordinance was passed, some citizens 
sold or gave away their dogs, others 
spent money on pens and fences, while 
some never complied, and this wasn't 
fair. He urged the law be enforced or 
changed, 

Sharpless spoke up and informed 
the council that he had been bitten three 
weeks ago by a loose dog. 

English asked Police Chief John 
White for comments, and White read 
from a four-month report that the 
animal control officer had answered 956 
complaints, impounded 238 dogs, sold 
twenty and destroyed 191 animals. 

The use of the tranquilizer gun 
previously used by the city has been 
outlawed, English told council 
members, and the only method of 
catching was a net or getting the 
animals to come to the catcher on their 
own. 

The mayor appointed Kennett and 
Frances Trammell to get with the chief 
and the animal control officer, review 
the ordinance and make recommenda- 
tions. 

Bids were opened on the purchase of 
two trucks, a one-ton truck to replace 
one now used to pick up limbs and a 
pickup to use with the mosquito 
sprayer, etc. Cook Chevrolet and Ed 
Sherling Ford were the only bidders, 
with Ed Sherling being the apparent low 
bidder on both vehicles. Bids on the 
one-ton vehicle were $11,707.35 from 
Cook and $11,019.06 from Sherling. 
Bids on the pickup were $7013.46 from 
Cook and $6833.90 from Sherling. 

Appointed to review the bids and 
make a recommendation was Council- 


man Cleo Hawkins. English urged him 
to review the specifications and be sure 
they were bidding on the vehicles 
requested by the city. Hawkins is to 
report back at the next council meeting. 

Monthly bills totaling $13,287.19 
were paid by the council after English 
reviewed the most expensive items in 
the group. 

Gasoline headed the list at $6254. 
Add to this $1500 repair to a garbage 
truck, $700 for police uniforms and 
$1000 for telephone bills. English had 
stated at the last meeting he was going 
to look into the high telephone bills but 
stated Monday night that he still had 
not worked out the problem. He said he 
had called the telephone company and 
was to meet with them on the matter. 

English stated that work release 
inmates would be helping with city-wide 
cleanup; street sign replacement is 
planned at about $200 per month; and 
sidewalk paving is underway with the 
first replacement having been done 
near city hall on Buford Street. 

English said the cable TV folks have 
given him a timetable for expanding the 
coverage area in the city and were 
promising additional channels at the 
same time. Concilmen commented that 
these promises had been made before 
and not fulfilled, and English agreed 
and explained he was only repeating 
what he had been told after many letters 
and telephone alls. Councilman 
Hawkins told the group he had in hand 
maps showing just where the cable 
company planned to place their lines. 

English also promised the council he 
would give them an update on the 
progress at the Elba hydro dam by the 
next meeting. He said he would also 
have available exact dates the contract 
required work to be underway and 
power to be generated, 
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
